Th e Dix o n City Co u n cil h as d ecid e 1 to go with a 
lo w-bu d get, bu t p ractical, meth o d fo r rep airin g ero ­ 
sio n o n th e so u th ban k o f th e Ro ck Riv er between 
th e Galen a Av en u e an d Peo ria Av en u e brid ges. 
At Mo n d ay n igh t’s meetin g James Dish man an d 
Walter Lo h se, ap p o in ted by May o r Warren Wald er 
to make a reco mmen d atio n , called fo r th e u se o f 
sh o t ro ck to h alt th e cu ttin g away o f th e ban k. 
Dish man , in makin g th e rep o rt said , “We lo o ked 
th e ban k o v er an d we lo o ked at th e av ailable mate­ 
rial. We reco mmen d sh o t ro ck in p referen ce to o th ­ 
er p ro p o sals. It will n o t be th e best ap p earin g, bu t it 
will serv e th e p u rp o se o f p rev en tin g ero sio n .” 
Wald er, wh o said h e was takin g a cu e fro m 
Street Co mmissio n er James G. Bu rke, said h e felt it 
“u n wise to sp en d $225 ,000 rep airin g th e riv er ban k 
with so man y p eo p le su fferin g fro m d rain age p ro b­ 
lems in th e city .” 
Wald er p o in ted o u t $125 ,000 h ad been earmarked 
fo r th e riv erban k p ro ject. 
Th e sh o t ro ck jo b is estimated to co st between 
$40,000 an d $45 ,000,” h e said . “We can ap p ly th e rest 
o f th e mo n ey to ward easin g th e d rain age p ro blem.” 
Wald er q u estio n ed Bu rke o n th e statu s o f th e 
d rain age rep o rt bein g p rep ared by Willett an d Ho f­ 
man n . 
“I’v e seen th eir crews o u t wo rkin g,” Bu rke re­ 
p lied , “bu t I d o n ’t kn o w wh en we are go in g to get a 


rep o rt.” 
Bu rke ad d ed , “As so o n as th e street crews get 
sto rm d amage clean ed u p , we are go in g to h av e city 
crews begin wo rkin g in th e d rain age d itch es. We’ll 
d o wh at we can to keep th em clear.” 
In p assin g a reso lu tio n d esign atin g Wald er an d 
Street Su p t. Ch arles Sterricker as agen t an d alter­ 
n ate to act fo r th e city in o btain in g fed eral d isaster 
assistan ce fo r th e Ju n e 20 sto rm wh ich d amaged 
Dix o n , th e co u n cil h eard wo rd s o f p raise fo r th e 
city ’s effo rt in th e d isaster. 
Wald er said almo st all o f th e calls h e receiv ed 
were co mp limen tary . He p raised firemen , p o lice­ 
men an d city crews as well as th e mo re th an 150 v o l­ 
u n teers wh o tackled th e d isaster clean u p . 
“It makes y o u p ro u d to see ev ery o n e d o in g 
so meth in g fo r th e co mmu n ity . Th e citizen co o p era­ 
tio n was great.” 
Th e co u n cil ap p ro v ed th e h irin g o f Willett an d 
Ho fman n as en gin eers fo r th e rebu ild in g o f th e Peo ­ 
ria Av en u e Brid ge. 
Wald er said h e realized th ere was a “d ire n eed ,” 
bu t it was u n likely an y wo rk wo u ld be started th is 
y ear. 
Th e an n u al ap p ro p riatio n s o rd in an ce, d escribed 
by Fin an ce Co mmissio n er Lo h se as u p o n ly $5 00,- 
000, was accep ted an d p laced o n file. 
Lo h se said th e $5 00,000 in crease was reflected by 
a $200,000 bo o st in water d ep artmen t bu d get an d 


$300,000 in fed eral rev en u e sh arin g. 
“Ex cep t fo r bu ilt-in wage in creases n ego tiated 
last y ear, it d o esn ’t v ary mu ch ,” h e ex p lain ed 
Wald er ap p ealed to Dix o n ch u rch es to rin g th eir 
bells at 1 p .m. Th u rsd ay in p ro claimin g “Bells o n 
In d ep en d en ce Day .”

Nix o n to ld th e Ru ssian p eo p le 
to n igh t th at h e an d So v iet lead ­ 
er Leo n id I. Brezh n ev “h av e 
man y d ifficu lties, y et to o v er­ 
co me in ach iev in g fu ll co n tro l 
o v er strategic n u clear arms. 
Bu t Nix o n , wh o said h e will 
meet with Brezh n ev again n ex t 
y ear to co n tin u e search in g fo r 
a lastin g p eace an d a better life 
fo r th e American an d Ru ssian 
p eo p le, ackn o wled ged th at th e 
two lead ers h av e mad e p ro g­ 
ress in th ree an n u al su mmit 
sessio n s. 
Th e meetin gs are “stead ily 
bu ild in g a n ew relatio n sh ip th at 
o v er time will red u ce th e

WASHINGTON (N E A )- While 
the national agitation continu es con­ 
cerning the morality of gov enmental 
agencies sp y ing on p eop le or each 
other, one of Am erica’s best-k nown 
sp ies say s the situ ation is rep u lsiv e. 
Herb Philbrick , once a Commu ­ 
nist cou ntersp y for the FBI, say s 
from his cu rrent p ersp ectiv e as a 
p riv ate citizen that “there’s too 
mu ch snoop ing going on today —it’s 
ev ery body sp y ing on ev ery body and 
I think it’s ju st ridicu lou s.’’ 
Philbrick , y ou ’ll recall, was the 
New England p u blic relations ex ec­ 
u tiv e who in the early 1940s stu m ­ 
bled across an antiw ar grou p that in 
fact was a Commu nist front. He told 
the FBI and for the nex t nine y ears, 
acted as both com rade and agent. In 
the end it was Philbrick ’s testim o­ 
ny —25 y ears ago this sp ring—that 
sealed the g ov ernm ent’s case 
against 11 top U.S. Commu nists. 
The 11 Reds went to jail and Phil­ 
brick went on ev entu ally to obscu ri­ 
ty. 
Now liv ing in a middle-class 
home in a Washington su bu rb with a 
wife, dau ghter and lou d dog, Phil­ 
brick is a testimony to irony . He’s 
not the only one in the nation with 
misgiv ings abou t the state of sp y - 
hood; and, to mak e his situ ation 
ev en more sardonic, it may be that 
sp ies are now held in lower esteem 
than Commu nists. 
For his p art, Philbrick has not al­ 
tered his op inion mu ch on the latter. 
He has ceased think ing, if he ev er 
did, that Commu nist indiv idu als are 
rotten chap s—“ My main interest in 
the indiv idu als is why they are du mb 
enou gh to ev er swallow the Commu ­ 
nist garbage.” Bu t he steadfastly re­ 
mains conv inced that commu nism 
as a p olitical alternativ e is “ev il.” 
Say s he: “The langu age is the 
sam e, the goals are the same. TTie 
talk is still abou t tak ing ov er the 
world—and 1 hav en’t stop p ed believ ­ 
ing them .’’ 
Lest one su sp ects that the q u oted 
Philbrick is p ou nding the table or 
check ing the street from his window 
while he talk s, forget it. The man is 
no fanatic. He cov ets p riv acy and 
does not list his p hone nu mber bu t 
harbors no illu sions that the Com­ 
mu nist consp iracy is lu rk ing so near 
as to w arrant ex treme m easu res. 
Rather, Philbrick is ou twardly a 
m oderate man, and an eternally 
smiling one, not u nlik e the actor

Almost a y ear to the day after it 
laid down what were su p p osed to be 
final and definitiv e anti-smu t gu ide­ 
lines, the U.S. Su p reme Cou rt again 
dip p ed its collectiv e thu mb into the 
p ornograp hy p ie and cam e u p with 
less than a p lu m of ju risp ru dence. 
In a u nanimou s decision, it de­ 
clared that the critically acclaimed 
film, “Carnal Knowledge,’’ was not 
obscene. 
At the same time, by a 5-4 v ote, it 
reaffirm ed its 197 3 ru ling that ju ries 
cou ld ap p ly “ local com m u nity 
standards,” and not 
necessarily 
statewide or national ones, in ju dg­ 
ing what is or is not obscene 
Bu t in giv ing “Carnal Knowl­ 
edge” a clean bill of artistic health, 
the cou rt threw ou t the conv iction of 
an Albany , Ga., theater m anager 


(Richard Carlson) who p ortray ed 
him in the TV series of his ex p loits; 
sohisop inions abou t modern commu ­ 
nism, if worn, tend to be the k ind a 
Bap tist holds abou t Bu ddhists. 
When I was inv olv ed with them, 
there were at least 100,000 of them in 
the nation, p robably more, Today , 
Gu s Hall (leader of the American 
Commu nist p arty ) say s there are 
abou t 15,000. It wou ld be u nrealistic 
to think they are abou t ready to tak e 
ov er the gov ernment or any thing 
lik e that.” On the other hand, Phil­ 
brick , adds, “ It wou ld be eq u ally u n­ 
realistic to believ e that they are so 
weak that they wou ldn’t tak e ov er 
gov ernment if they cou ld.” 


This last thou ght, P hilbrick 
holds, seems to be the p rev ailing one 
today . That, what with the em er­ 
gence of su p er-radical grou p s in 
America today , grou p s that k ill cop s 
and bomb corp orations, the Commu ­ 
nist p arty by comp arison seems al­ 
most establishment. And while Gu s 
Hall still chants abou t break ing 
work ers’ chains, the “real” threat is 
from those who wou ld break work ­ 
ers’ heads. 
Yet this thou ght, Philbrick con­ 
tinu es, is erroneou s and dangerou s. 
He say s the su p er radicals are little 
more than Commu nist shock troop s, 
p aid for and fostered by Moscow. 
They come and go, leav ing the litter 
of disru p tion, bu t the Commu nist 
p arty continu es on to reap the bene­ 
fits of a shak en nation. “What wor­ 
ries m e,” say s Philbrick , “is that 
while we worry abou t the fringe rad­ 
icals, the Commu nists slide q u ietly 
toward their goals. The cells still ex ­ 
ist. The secret meetings still go on. 
My belief is that if we k eep look ing 
the other way , if we k eep talk ing 
abou t the Sy mbionese Liberation 
Army and k eep drop p ing ou r gu ard 
to Commu nists, 10 y ears from now 
we’ll be in a war we can’t win.” 
As a conclu sion, the Philbrick 
p rognostication may be ex trem e. 
Bu t it is not ex cep tional. Millions in 
the nation, raised on anti-commu nist 
p rop aganda for one p eriod, now are 
confu sed abou t detente in another. 
The resu lt has been that no one 
k nows where any one stands any ­ 
more. 
May be that’s why , su sp ects Phil­ 
brick , that as another of today ’s 
ironies, both p riv ate and p u blic p eo­ 
p le feel the need to institu tionalize 
his ex -p rofession.

REFLECTIONS— Ev ery 
y ear 
du ring the few day s p receding Ju ne 
30, the news from the General As­ 
sembly is alway s the same. 
Stories p u blished one y ear cou ld 
be sav ed and be rep eated the nex t 
y ear and wou ld almost be 100 p er 
cent correct. 
TTie circu m stances wou ld be the 
sam e, the actors wou ld change from 
tim e to time. 
It’s a good thing school is not in 
session at the end of Ju ne. 
Think what wou ld hap p en shou ld 
a class in gov ernment be assigned to 
learn abou t the legislativ e p hase of 
Illinois gov ernment du ring the last 
day s of any session of the General 
Assembly . 
The legislatu re u sed to meet six 
months ev ery two y ears and there 
was alway s a flood of hasty and ill- 
considered bills du mp ed into the 
hop p er in the last minu tes and the 
fam iliar clock -stop p ing tactic was 
inv ariably p u t into p ractice to get 
done before the Constitu tional m an­ 
date to adjou rn on Ju ne 30. 
The clock -stop p ing tactic was a 
fiction. The clock s in the legislativ e 
cham ber were stop p ed before mid­ 
night on Ju ne 30 and “officially ” it 
remained Ju ne 30 u ntil all was done * 
and the clock s were started. 
The Illinois Constitu tion adop ted 
in 197 0 was a reform docu ment in 
many way s and it sou ght to disci­ 
p line the General Assembly by p er­ 
mitting it to remain in session after 
Ju ne 30, p rov iding, howev er, any 
legislation considered after mid­ 
night on Ju ne 30 req u ires a three- 
fifths v ote to be adop ted. 
Now the General Assembly is in 
session each y ear for at least six 
months bu t the resu lt is the same. 
Su nday ’s session in the General 
Assembly was described as a time 
when p olitical wheeling and dealing 
was the order of the day . 
As this is being written in the 


waning hou rs of Monday , Ju ly 1, the 
legislativ e body has not adjou rned. 
Three reforms, which are not 
lik ely to hap p en, seem to this writer 
to be necessary in order to redeem 
the General Assembly . 
One is the indiv idu als the p eop le 
of this state elect to the two hou ses of 
the legislatu re. 
In the Colonial legislatu res those 
who serv ed were men of p ersonal 
distinction, comp arativ e wealth and 
high social statu s. 


Some might object to these crite­ 
ria bu t consider: in 17 87 , the Virgi­ 
nia Hou se of Delegates had among 
its m em bers, Daniel Boone, Patrick 
Henry , Richard Lee, John Marshall, 
George Mason, and Jam es Monroe. 
There is no legislatu re in the 50 
states today which has a m em ber­ 
ship which cou ld be comp ared to 
that Virginia Hou se. 
Today , p ersons seek ing state leg­ 
islativ e p osts ru n the gamu t from 
being sincere indiv idu als who want 
to be p art of gov ernment to those 
who are p olitical hack s for the p ower 
bosses of their p arty or are cap tiv es 
* of sp ecial interest grou p s. 
Another consideration abou t the 
comp osition of a legislatu re is too 
many of its members are lawy ers. 
In a stu dy of state legislatu res in 
1966, lawy ers constitu ted an av erage 
of 29 p er cent of the Hou se members 
and 42 p er cent of the senators were 
attorney s. 
At p resent 46 p er cent of the Illi­ 
nois Hou se members are lawy ers 
and more than 39 p er cent of the sen­ 
ators are members of the legal p ro­ 
fession. 
Lawy ers hav e a u sefu l p u rp ose, 
bu t ju dging by the rather dismal 
track records of most legislativ e 
bodies where they ou tnu mber any 
other p rofession, one may dedu ce 
their greater contribu tions are not 
as lawmak ers. 


A second needed reform is a re­ 
du ction in the nu mber of mem bers of 
the Illinois Hou se. 
It now has 177 members, three 
from each legislativ e district. 
A reform constitu tional amend­ 
ment which wou ld hav e redu ced this 
to 117 did not get enou gh signatu res 
to be on the Nov ember ballot. 
It is difficu lt to p roject an ideal 
nu mber of members for a legislativ e 
body bu t ex p erience u niv ersally 
shows the size of the body affects its 
ability to fu nction effectiv ely . 


Fewer mem bers cau se more in­ 
div idu al p articip ation, imp rov e de­ 
liberation, elev ate the imp ortance 
and q u ality of membership . 
The resp ected C om m ittee for 
Economic Dev elop ment, a p riv ate 
organization comp osed of 200 lead­ 
ing bu siness rep resentativ es which 
stu dies v ariou s gov ernmental p rob­ 
lems, has recommended no legisla­ 
tiv e body shou ld hav e more than 100 
members. 
We hav e often drawn a com p ari­ 
son in this colu mn between the effec­ 
tiv eness of the Lee Cou nty Board 
which has 28 members and the Dix ­ 
on City Cou ncil which has fiv e m em ­ 
bers. 


The fiv e-man cou ncil is a far 
more effectiv e gov ernment agency 
than the 28 -member cou nty board. 
A legislativ e body with the nu m­ 
ber of m em bers in the Illinois Hou se 
and the Senate, of necessity , mu st 
dep end heav ily on work done by 
committees of the membership . 
The General Assembly has 34 
committees, one less than the U.S. 
Congress. 
A reason for k eep ing the nu mber 
of committees at a minimu m is to 
redu ce the committee load of m em ­ 
bers. 
Committees are established so 
selected m embers may giv e sp ecial 
stu dy to a p articu lar issu e to rep ort 


to the entire membership . 
Howev er, if there is .an ex cess 
nu mber of committees, m embers 
mu st serv e on more than one com­ 
m ittee and this begins to defeat the 
p u rp ose of the com m ittees. 
Serv ing on more than one com­ 
mittee inev itably will cau se a con­ 
flict in committee meetings and a 
member mu st choose which to at­ 
tend. 


Not being able to attend all com­ 
mittee meetings, he will not be fu l­ 
filling the obligation which was as­ 
su med by his ap p ointment to the 
committee. 
Another factor tending to redu ce 
the effectiv eness of members and 
conseq u ently the activ ities of the 
legislativ e bodies is naming too 
many members to each committee. 
This has the same effect as hav ­ 
ing too many committees. 
Political considerations 
enter, 
howev er, and committees are often 
p roliferated and the nu mber of 
members of committees are ex ­ 
p anded becau se a legislator deems it 
a p olitical adv antage to be named to 
a committee. The folk s back home 
tak e notice. 
Fu rther with regard to commit­ 
tee reform, legislators shou ld be as- 
sined to committees on the basis of 
their back grou nd ex p erience and 
ev ery committee shou ld be able to 
select its chairm an withou t being 
forced to accep t the member with 
most seniority . 
Committee membership shou ld 
be p rop ortional to the total p arty 
strength in the legislatu re with each 
p arty mak ing its own assignments 
throu gh its own channels. 
We believ e the General Assembly 
will continu e to p erform less effec­ 
tiv ely than can be ex p ected u ntil at 
least the three reforms we hav e p re­ 
sented are adop ted.

The AP checked the prices of 
15 food and nonfood item s in 13 
cities on M arch 1, 197 3, and has 
rechecked at the beginning of 
each succeeding month. 
The latest survey showed the 
m arketbasket bill w as down in 
nine cities during Ju n e, declin­ 
ing an av erage 2.2 per cent, 
and w as up in four cities, rising 
an av erag e 4 per cent. During 
M ay, the AP found the m arket­ 
basket increased in eight cities 
and declined in five. The gov­ 
ernm ent’s Consum er Price In­ 
dex showed food prices were up 
nine-tenths of one per cent in 
M ay. 
A look at the total num ber of 
item s in the AP m arketbasket 
showed few er increases and 
m ore declines during Ju ne than 
fc’ * during M ay.

per cent. 
The biggest savings during 
June cam e from beef sales.

“We decided 14 y ears ago to 
hav e fo ster children and we’v e 
had 8 6 ,” she said. “Any time at 
night o r day o u r p ho ne may 
ring and welfare o r ju v enile 
co u rt au tho rities ask if they 
can bring a child to u s. We’v e 
nev er said no . So me stay sev ­ 
eral mo nths o r mo re. Others a 
few day s.” 
In the last week, she said two 
girls, 2 and 15 y ears o ld, and a 
10-mo nths-o ld bo y were taken 
in. Her u p -to -date family no w 
also inclu des two teen-age girls 
and two o f the Jo y es’ teen­ 
agers and a dau ghter, 7. 
"Ou r ho me has three bed­ 
ro o ms and a family ro o m that 


can be u sed fo r o ne,” she said. 
“Amo ng o u r 86 fo ster children 
hav e been abo u t 40 babies, 3 to 
5 day s o ld, bo rn o f u nwed 
mo thers. We’v e o nly had six 
teen-agers and ail o f them hav e 
co me fro m bro ken ho mes. 
“The y o u nger children, esp e­ 
cially , are neglect and abu se 
cases,” she said. “They need 
lo v e and we’v e go t lo ts o f 
that.”

The co u rt’s decisio n Mo nday 
came o n a challenge to the au ­ 
tho rity o f the Illino is Bo ard o f 
Ethics to req u ire eco no mic 
statements fro m the go v erno r’s 
ap p o intees, state emp lo y es with 
y early salaries o f mo re than 
$20,000 and o thers ju dged su s­ 
cep tible to influ ence becau se o f 
an o fficial p o sitio n. 
“In the balancing o f the indi­ 
v idu al emp lo y e’s fu ndamental 
right to p riv acy and the state’s 
co mp elling need fo r efficient, 
ethical go v ernment, the state’s 


interest p redo minates,” Ju stice 
Walker Schaefer wro te. 
The 
Ethics 
Bo ard 
was 
created by Go v . Daniel Walker, 
who said at a news co nference 
that he was p leased with the 
co u rt’s decisio n. 


Walker also called o n o ther 
elected state o fficers to issu e 
similar o rders to req u ire em­ 
p lo y es u nder their co ntro l to 
disclo se eco no mic interests. 
“Let’s get it all o u t o n the 
table where the p u blic can see 
whether any o ne is p ro fiting 
fro m state o ffice,” Walker said.

; WASHINGTON < A P )-M y s­ 
terious money men are making 
the rounds of U.S. banks offer­ 
ing to deposit millions of dol­ 
lars in Arab oil wealth at terms 
that seem too good to be true. 
.Federal banking officials are 
conv inced it's the newest gim­ 
mick of would-be swindlers. 
Bankers are wary . But some 
are sufficiently enticed by the 
prospect of attracting Middle 
East oil riches that they are 
negotiating with these self- 
sty led money brokers. 
. So far, bankers hav en’t seen 
arty deposits. Federal banking 
officials don’t know of any one 
Who's been bilked. But enforce­ 
ment officers are closely fol­ 
lowing one transaction in which 
an unnamed bank has issued a 
letter agreeing to accept such 
deposits and is awaiting the al­ 
leged Arab funds. 
Banking officials fear the let­ 
ter could be used to swindle an­ 
other financial institution. 
Another bank in Louisiana 
negotiated for three months 
with a man offering to deposit 
Arab money . Then he went to 
• Switzerland to “ check with his 
principals.” The bank since has 
receiv ed postcards from Swit­ 
zerland, but no money . 
The 
approach 
has 
been 
strikingly similar at a number 
•of banks across the country , 
say s J ustin T. Watson, deputy 
comptroller of the currency . 
His agency ov ersees national 
banks. 
The money broker offers to 
deposit from $20 million to $50 
million for up to 20 y ears and 
will accept below-market inter­ 
est rates, Watson said. 
• The proposal is the opposite 
of known Arab banking policy , 
where money is deposited for 
only a few day s or weeks at a 
time, at top interest rates in 
the current tight money mar­ 
ket. 
* Watson and Robert Serino, 
head of the comptroller’s en­ 
forcement div ision, believ e the 
real aim of the suspected con 
men is to get a bank letter 
signed by the chief ex ecutiv e 
officer agreeing to accept a 
huge deposit. They said there 
was a rash of similar schemes 
.about three y ears ago. 
The letter, sometimes 
al­ 
tered. then can be used as a 
.reference to get a loan some­ 
where else or as an inducement 
to get another bank to pay a 
fipder’s fee in adv ance for 
promised big deposits that nev - 
/er materialize. 
Serino said the word “ accept­ 
ance” in the letter can be ex ­ 
ploited by a con man because it 
has different banking meanings 
in different languages. 
Charles W. McCoy , chairman 
of Louisiana National Bank in 
Baton Rouge, said his bank was 
approached by a man offering 
$20 million to be deposited for 
20 y ears, willing to accept in­ 
terest at more than two points 
below current money market 
rates. 
“He practically liv ed 
y v ith us for three months.” 
Details of the proposed trans­ 
action kept changing, he said. 
Finally ev ery thing was 
agreed on and then no money 
showed up.” 
Bu t the bank was carefu l to 
giv e the man no paperwork, 
McCoy said. 
“ I don’t know what’s going to 
happen and it doesn’t make a 
lot of difference and I’m not 
homing my breath,” he said.

Colson calls for reform

WASHINGTON (AP) - For­ 
m er 
presidential 
cou nsel 
Charles W. Colson say s the Wa­ 
tergate scandals hav e created 
an atmosphere of “rev enge and 
hatred” that focu ses emphasis 
on pu nishment of the criminals 
rather than the need for politi­ 
cal reform. 
Preparing to enter federal 
prison nex t Monday for a sen­ 
tence of at least one y ear for 
obstru cting ju stice, Colson said 
the chief lesson from Watergate 
is the need for pu blic financing 
of political campaigns. 
“So many abu ses hav e been 
rev ealed that if we continu e 
to 
apply 
Band-Aids 
the 
patient’s gonna die, the cou n­ 
try ’s gonna hemmorhage for 
this,” Colson said in an inter­ 
v iew. “We’v e got to get rid of 


the sy stem of priv ate finance.” 
Howev er, he said, the need 
for reform has been obscu red. 
“I ju st think there is a feel­ 
ing in the cou ntry of a sort of 
rev enge and hatred and a de­ 
sire to pu nish, sort of, almost 
like in Salem, when, y ou know, 
if y ou picked a few people in 
the commu nity and bu rned 
them that ev ery body else wou ld 
be sav ed. 
“I mean I think there’s an 
awfu l lot of self-righteou sness 
going on right now. An awfu l 
lot of people who hav e engaged 
in a lot of practices ov er the 
y ears and are now say ing ‘Look 
at those awfu l people who did 
this,” ’ Colson added. 
“And all I want to do is lay 
ou t whatev er facts I know, pe­ 
riod.”

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Meat prices - - first of a series 
Situ ation is fu ll of con fu sion , con tradiction

Food prices: Everybody has 
- gripe. 
ST From the livestock producer 
¡a th o 's losing money; to the su- 
—’permarket 
operator 
whose 
Z costs are up; to the consumer 
struggling to stretch the family 
- budget. 
The situation they face is full 
; of confusion and contradiction: 
; 
—The farmer is getting less 
money for his cattle, but the 
consumer is paying almost as 
: much for meat as he did last 


year. 
—The 
livestock 
producers 
who raise the calves and fatten 
the cattle for market and the 
middlemen who slaughter the 
steer and sell the meat to you 
are faced with higher costs. 
Some are losing money. Even 
those doing better than last 
year say profits are lower than 
they were five years ago. 
—The administration is en­ 
couraging people to buy meat 
and has promised to buy $100 
million of beef and pork to help 
boost the farm er’s income. 


—Looking ahead, the govern­ 
ment hopes large grain crops 
this year will cut the price of 
feed 
grains, 
making 
meat 
cheaper to produce. But even if 
this happens, nobody knows 
how much of that saving would 
be passed on to you at the re­ 
tail meat counter. The question 
is whether inflation of other 
items can be controlled. 
Normally, farm , wholesale 
and retail prices go up and 
down together. It isn’t working 
that way with meat. Why not? 
To understand what’s happen­ 


ing to your meat budget now, 
you have to go back to early 
1973. 
A little more than a year ago, 
farm ers 
were 
getting 
high 
prices for their cattle. Con­ 
sum ers, paying an average of 
$1.36 a pound for meat, got 
angry and organized a week- 
long meat boycott. 
The government, meanwhile, 
put ceilings on what packers 
could charge superm arkets and 
what 
superm arkets 
could 
charge you for beef, lamb and 
pork. Farm ers, however, were 


allowed to charge more money 
for their livestock. The bottom 
was allowed to go up, but the 
top and the middle stayed put. 
The packers and retailers 
rebelled, refusing to pay more 
because they couldn’t charge 
you more. Farm ers held on to 
their anim als, creating an over- 
supply on the farm . When con­ 
trols cam e off last September, 
farm ers sent all the cattle to 
market, there was a greater 
supply than demand and farm ­ 
ers got less money than they 
expected. 


The backlog is still there. It 
got even bigger in December 
and February because of tru­ 
ckers strikes that kept meat 
from the market. Farm ers are 
still getting less money than 
they did one year ago, but re­ 
tail prices, until recently at 
least, were at or near 1973 lev­ 
els. 
Where is your meat dollar go­ 
ing? Here is a government 
breakdown in cents:

Farm er 62.7 67.1 62.0 
Another set of government 
figures shows that the farm er 
got about 8 cents less for a 
pound of beef this May than he 
did in April, 1973. The retail 
price was down only one pen­ 
ny—from $1.36 a pound to $1.35. 
Why? 
Industry sources, who don’t 
like to talk for attribution about 
this sensitive subject, give this 
explanation: 
Suppose you are a retailer 
who buys a product for $1 and 
resells it for $2. Of the dollar

of running your store; 20 cents 
is profit. 
Now, suppose the amount you 
pay for the product goes down 
to 50 cents.

The institute said it could not 
provide comparable figures for 
1973. But a spokesman said 
wages alone had risen 12 per 
cent in the past year—from an 
average of $7.41 an hour last 
year to $8 29 this year for sala 
ries and fringe benefits, 
Elias Paul, president of John 
Morrell Co., one of the largest 
packers, said that until this 
year the industry had been av­ 
eraging a profit of between 
nine-tenths of a cent and 1.2 
cents for every dollar of sales 
This year, he said, earnings 
were less. 
The National Association of

Chains, 
representing 
retailers, said labor costs ac­ 
count for 65 per cent of the su­ 
permarket’s share of the dollar.

Industry profits are expected 
to rise 50 per cent this year, 
the association said. A spokes 
man said that in dollars and 
cents, this means the store will 
make three-fourths of a cent 
for every dollar in sales, in­ 
stead of one-half cent. And a 
spokesman said that in 1968 
and 1969, the retailer made 
about a penny for each dollar 
in sales.

As NFL prepares its picket lines 
First reaction is unfavorable

The striking National Foot­ 
ball League Play ers Associ­ 
ation, which p lans to p ut up the 
first p icket lines in the history 
of sp orts on Wednesday , got the 
first faint flicker of fan reac­ 
tion Monday night—and it was 
not favorable. 
Two teen-aged football fans 
p icketed a Cincinnati motel 
Monday night as the NFLPA 
leaders met with Cincinnati 
Bengal p lay ers. “I think they 
(the NFLPA ) should reconsider 
some of their demands and 
start thinking of the fans,” said 
one of the p rotesters, Jim Mur­ 
p hy . 


The strike began at 12:01 
a.m. Monday with the 1,200- 
p lay er union say ing “No Free­ 
dom, No Football” and hop ing 
the walkout will force the 26 
NFL club owners to grant the 
NFLPA its so-called freedom 
demands. 
Starting Wednesday in San 
Diego, where the Chargers are 
scheduled to op en the first NFL 
camp , the union hop es to keep 
rookies and free agents, as well 
as its own membership , from 
rep orting for training. 
If successful, the NFLPA ac­ 
tion could eliminate the ex hibi­ 
tion season and seriously affect 
the revenue of many teams. 
After both sides fired salvos 


Monday , 
the 
NFLPA 
lead­ 
ership , headed by Ex ecutive 
Director Ed Garvey and Presi­ 
dent Bill Curry , left Washington 
for San Diego, but stop p ed off 
in Cincinnati. 
“We received ex p ressions of 
concern on many of the is­ 
sues,” Curry said after a 90- 
minute meeting with 15 Bengal 
p lay ers. 
Pat 
Matson, the Bengals’ 
p lay er rep resentative, said the 
vote to sup p ort the NFLPA was 
unanimous. 
Earlier, Garvey and Curry 
conducted a news conference at 
which many , questions were 
asked by Mike Brown, assistant 
general manager of the Cincin­ 


nati team and son of Paul 
Brown, Bengal head coach and 
general manager. 
“What y ou are telling these 
p eop le is.not consistent with the 
information I am receiving,”

The price of feed g rain s to 
fa rm e rs has been steadily 
risin g as in creased fertilizer 
an d other costs in that in du stry 
are passed on to the liv estock 
feeder, accordin g to Williams. 
Cow-calf operation s are also 
feelin g , the squ eeze he said. 
Feeders can ’t pay them hig her 
prices for the calv es, while the 


cost of produ cin g a calf, ready 
for feedin g , spirals steadily 
u pward. 
Feeders say that they are n ot 
g ettin g the hig h prices that 
hou sewiv es are complain in g of 
pay in g in the su perm arkets.

— Truck 
drivers herding their rigs over 
the nation’s highways in the 
p re-dawn hours are tuned in 
and turned on by a sultry radio 
voice saying; 
“ Hello there, you 
double- 
clutching devils, you heavy 
highway haulers, you gear ja m ­ 
m ers, you darlings.” 
It’s the voice of T ranstar 
Rose, a nam e derived from 
Tokyo Rose whose broadcasts 
lulled World War II fighting 
men in the Pacific. 
The new Rose also does some 
p rop agandizing. She is sp on­ 
sored by International Trucks, 
which 
m anufactures 
a 
rig 
named the T ranstar. 
Rose really is Bonnie Nelson, 
25, a country western recording 
artist also known as the Prin­ 
cess of the Country Palace, a 
sup p er club owned by her fa­ 
ther and a favorite sp ot of 
truck drivers near Littleton, 
Colo. 
Bonnie, who as an 18-year-old 
rodeo p erform er won a calf 
rop ing champ ionship , travels 
20,000 miles a year making the 
rounds of 23 radio stations scat­ 
tered from coast to coast. 
She sits in with late-night 
disc jockeys, giving fast-p aced 


greetings, bits of road and 
w eather information and filling 
song requests. Her ap p roach is 
targeted to the owner-op era tors 
of the big trucks. Many tele­ 
p hone her when they reach 
truck stop s 


“They will request a song, 
ask how they can meet me and 
when I’ll be in a p articular te r­ 
ritory,” said Bonnie in an inter­ 
view while on a Chicago stop . 
“ Most of them ask for a p ic­ 
ture. I’ve mailed out about I,- 
500 to drivers who stop along 
the road and give me a call. I 
get hundreds of letters from 
them. 


‘T h e broadcasts are p icked 
up by truckers’ wives at home 
a lot of times. They call me — 
not m ad, or anything like that 
— they usually want a sp ecial 
song their husbands like or to 
remind me that he is out on the 
highway and it’s his birthday.” 
Bonnie said that one night on 
a Texas station a truck driver 
stop p ed by and challenged her 
to drive his rig. 
“ I went out and drove it 
around a coup le of blocks,” she 
said. “My dad used to own 
thoroughbed race horses and 
we would truck them around. I 
might be the original gear jam ­ 
m er.”
